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City Issues Key Manor Owner 
ULTIMATUM!

In the last issue of this paper, | wrote 
about Key Manor Apartments and the 
extremely bad conditions under which 
the residents there are living. 

On June 5, the City inspectors and 
the Fire Department went to Key Manor 
to investigate the complaints, and, ac- 
cording to Bill Greenslait (Romulus Fire 
Chief) and Willie Watson (City Inspector), 
there are enough violations to cause 
the City to take the landlord to court if 
the violations are not taken care of 
immediately. 

According to Greenslait, there are 
broken windows, no fire extinguishers, 
smoke alarms that need batteries and 
covers, security doors that need to be 
_ repaired or replaced, and other viola- 


omplex is operating without a permit, 
and the complex overall is in an ex- 
tremely run-down condition. 

Watson said that the City has is- 
sued a letter to Stanley R. Van Reken 
(owner of Key Manon), stating, in effect, 


__ that the building must be brought up to 


code immediately or the City will take 
the steps necessary to see that it is 
brought up to code. (The text of the let- 
ter is reprinted verbatim at the end of 
this article.)

According to my sources, Van Reken 
has allegedly had similar problems with 
another city, but that city did not follow 
through with any affirmative action. The 
City of Romulus has assured this paper 
that this particular situation involving 
Key Manor will be taken care of in one 
form or another. 

If you look around at some of the 
other complexes in the City, you’ll see 
that they are all maintained very well. 
Wellesley Townhouses, Morgan Manor, 
and Oakbrook Apartments are just a 


’ few that charge similar rental fees but 


are in much better condition. 
Whether the rental property is an 
apartment complex or a single dwelling, 


it makes no sense for the landlord to — 


let conditions deteriorate until they are 
totally unacceptable for human living. 

Agreed, there are some tenants who 
need to be thrown out on their ears for 
the destruction they do to the property 
on which they live. There is no reason 
for someone to tear up another person’s 
property and get by with it. On the other 
hand, there is no reason for cities, town- 
ships, etc., to allow the presence of 
negligent landlords who take advantage 
of residents by letting their properties 
run down and then, when the tenants 


complain, threaten them with eviction 
or worse. In today’s society, many liv- 
ing conditions are totally uncalled for 
and should not be allowed under any 
circumstances. 


“With the investment of a little 
money and effort, Key Manor could 
once again be brought up to the high 
standards it once maintained,’ said 
Romulus Mayor Beverly McAnally. 


I certainly hope that the residents 
of Key Manor will not be subjected to 
any further problems that are brought 
on by the negligence of the landlord. If 
they are, then the City should take the 
actions it has been talking about. 

The following letter from the City to 
Stanley Van Reken was dated June 6, 
1991. 


Dear Mr. Van Reken: 

As you were advised in the letter 
you received dated May 22, 1991, the 
City of Romulus has received numerous 
complaints regarding the occupancy 
conditions of your rental property. 

For your information, an on site 


meeting was held between this office 
and the Fire Department to review the 
property. A brief inspection revealed 
that there are numerous violations, 
which infers that the health and safety 
of the residents is at risk. 


You have been requested to apply 
for City Certification Inspections so 
that a complete inspection can be 
made. As of this date, you have neither 
complied or responded. A review of the 
records of the City Clerk’s office does 
not reflect that you have been issued 
a business license, which is in viola- 
tion of local and State Ordinances. 


Should you fail to apply for a com- 
plete inspection on or before June ah 
4991, the City of Romulus will be forced 
to take legal action to have the complex 
closed. Please contact this office at 
942-7550.

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Father's Day 
Is a Bad Time 
for Me 


For seventeen years now, | have 
gone through the same thing almost 
nightly. | wake up at 3:30, doze off to 
sleep again about ten to four and then 
my eyes fly open again at exactly 4:35. 

It doesn’t seem to make much dif- 
ference what time | go to bed, it still 
happens, just like clock work. 

This is the first time that | can 
remember in seventeen years that 
Fathers Day has fallen on exactly the 
same day, June 16th. 

On June 16th, 1974 at 4:35 in the 
morning, my Father died of complica- 
tions from Cancer. 

| had been at the hospital with my 
Mother all day, along with my brother, 
and Iwas so tired | couldn’t hardly 
keep my eyes open. My Dad had gone 
into what was thought to be a coma 
earlier in the day on Saturday the 15th. 

| really don’t remember much that 
took place that day except | was wor- 
tied about my Mother. She hadn’t had 
much sleep in several days and it was 
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starting to show on her. | just 
remember | was really worried about 
her. 

It seemed like every hour that day 
lasted twelve hours. We all knew he 
didn’t have much time left and the 
way he was suffering, and had suf- 
fered for three months leading up to 
this time, frankly, we all were praying 
that God would relieve him of his pain 
and take him. That may seem kind of 
hard hearted to those of you who have 
never gone through a situation like 
what we were and had been going 
through. 

My Dad had told all of us that he 
did not want to be placed on life sup- 
port systems and, we granted him his 
wish. 

All of us had thought just one 
week earlier that it was very possible 
that my Dad would get better. He had 
started showing signs of improve- 
ment and the Doctor told us that if he 
could hang on for just a while longer, 
a new drug was being released that 
could possibly give him a few more 
years. 

Sometime around Wednesday, 
the week of Fathers day, my Dad took 
a turn for the worse and he was given 
a blood transfusion. That did not 
seem to help at all, in fact, he almost 
immediately appeared to be getting 
much worse much quicker. 

Needless to say, none of us slept 
much for the next few days and my 
Mother in particular. | was really get- 
ting worried about her. 

| had a business to run but, | 
stayed away from the office to be with 
my Dad and my family because | knew 
deep inside of me that it wouldn’t be 
long before something happened. 

At about 3:15 in the morning on 
Fathers day, my Mother looked at me 
and said, “Why don’t you go home 
and get some rest and come back 
tomorrow.” | argued with her for a 
while about leaving but, | was so tired 
| couldn’t keep my eyes open. 

At that time, | only lived about five 
minutes from Oakwood Hospital so it 
didn’t take me long to get home. The 
last thing | remember was looking at 
the clock beside my bed and it read, 
3:35. 

The next thing | knew, in fact, it 
seemed like | hadn’t even closed my 
eyes when the phone rang. 

| didn’t want to answer it because | 
had a feeling what it was going to be. | 
looked at the clock and it was exactly 
4:35. 

| picked up the phone and heard 
what I had expected but dreaded for a 
long time. 

It was my Mother. She was very 
calm when she said, “Dave, | think 
you had better come back to the 
hospital, your Dad just died.” 

Since that night, seventeen years 
ago, every night is almost the same. 


| miss my Dad, | miss him very 
much and there are times | would give 
just about anything in the world if | 
could talk to him. Tonight, as | write 
this story, | wish | could talk to him. 
It’s 2:30 exactly.

The Gypsy Moth

As spring advances into summer in 
Michigan, many property owners are 
worrying about the damage that may be 
done to the trees on their lawns and 
woodlots by the seemingly unstoppable 
gypsy moth. Inthe caterpillar stage, these 


voracious little pests can defoliate indi- 
vidual trees and entire stands of timber, 
leaving the trees without enough leaves 
to provide abundant nutrients and with- 
stand threats like drought and disease. 
While the greatest gypsy moth infes- 
tations seems to be in the central portion 
of Michigan's Lower Peninsula, the ability 
of the moth larvae to migrate quickly 


ALL | WANT IS A FLAG !

At the last City Council meeting, 
One subject that arose became the 
center of a quite lengthy discussion. 
That subject was the American flag. 

No, they weren’t talking about burn- 
ing it or walking on it. Rather, the con- 
cern was about there not being one. 

No flag? Where? 

At the cemetery! 

It was Councilman Bill Wadsworth 
who brought up the subject when he 
talked about the organization that 
placed flags on the cemetery’s graves 
just recently. Wadsworth believes that 
a flag should fly there all the time, and 
gave several reasons in support of his 
assertion. 

A question then arose as to whether 
the flag pole that now exists is in good 
enough shape to support a flag. It was 
brought to everyone’s attention that the 
pulley at the top of the pole is either 
broken or missing. 

Wadsworth said, ‘‘Well, fix it or re- 
place it. We need a flag there.” 

Then Randy Gear, Mayor Pro Tem, 
reminded everyone that, if a flag was 
placed there, it would have to have a 
light shining on it at night or it would 
have to be taken down daily. 

To which Councilman Wadsworth 
replied, “| don’t care what has to be 
done; | want a flag in the cemetery.” 

More discussion of the flag arose. 
Does the person who opens and closes 
the cemetery know how to put up and 
take down a flag? “The flag must be 
handled in a certain fashion, and it 


poses a danger to millions of forested 
acres across the State. Environmental 
and scientific experts advise a range of 
actions that can help control the damage 
caused by the gypsy moth caterpillar. 
These include applications of biological 
pesticides on trees around houses and in 
woodlots, which is done by county gov- 
ernments in selected areas of infestation. 
Individual homeowners can also take 
steps now to prevent the caterpillars from 
doing extensive damage to individual trees 
on their property. 

Homeowners who want information 


onhowthey cancontrol gypsy mothinfes- _ 


tations should contact the Michigan De- 
partment of Agriculture or their county 
extension offices. An especially helpful 
publication is the "Gypsy Moth in Michi- 
gan Homeowner's Guide" (Extension 
Bulletin E-2302), which contains compre- 
hensive and concise information about 
the gypsy moth and how the damage it 
does can be controlled. 

But because of the extent of the gypsy 
moth infestation in Michigan, and since 
the the total moth population generally 
follows a multi-year "boom and bust" pat- 
tern, experts caution that reckless efforts 
to eliminate the gypsy moth completely 
are prohibitively expensive and possibly 
counterproductive. They also warn 
homeowners and owners of woodlots to 
be especially wary of "quick fixes" offered 
by unscrupulous operators. 


usually takes two people to put up the 
flag and take it down,’ said Gear. 

Wadsworth: “I don’t care. Puta flag 
on the pole.” 

Someone said that they thought it 
was a law that a light must shine on 
the flag during night hours, but no one 
could affirm that, so it was basically 
decided that the light was a matter that 
the military had come up with. 

“I don’t care. Put up a flag.” (Guess 
who.) 

Even more discussion followed as 
they tried to decide who was responsi- 
ble for repairing the flag pole and see- 
ing to it that all matters discussed were 
taken care of. (It was finally decided 
that the Department of Public Works 
should take care of the job, and that the 
entire matter should be handled through 
Mayor Beverly McAnally’s office.) 

“1 don’t care who handles it; put up 
a flag in the cemetery,” said Wadsworth, 
and then added, in passing, “You can 
put a light on it if you want to.” 

Editor's note: | frankly am certainly 
glad that we have people who are con- 
cerned enough about our heritage to 
want a flag placed in the cemetery, and 
| am even more happy that they take 
the time, even if it is at a Council meet- 
ing, to bring forward so many consider- 
ations regarding its display. 

Congratulations, people; | am glad 
that you care enough to do the very best. 

“Put a flag on the pole,’ and adda 
light if you want to, but make sure it is 
pointed at the flag so as to illuminate 
it after dark. O 








Forinstance, chemicalsusedby sales- 
people who "guarantee" to eradicate the 
gypsy moth are usually worthless and, in 
some cases, actually dangerousto people, 
animals, and the environment in general. 
Property owners should also be cautious 
of operators who offer to buy standing 
trees that have been defoliated, offering 
prices much lower than the wood is actu- 
ally worth. Healthy trees that have been 
strippedby gypsy moth caterpillars, some- 
times even more than once, can often 
generate enough new leaves inthe same 
season to keep them alive and regain 


_ their health. Timber owners should al- 


ways ask the advice of a professional 
forester before selliing any standingtrees. 


Reasearch in Michigan and other 
areas of this country andin Europe, where 
the gypsy moth has been a problem for 
centuries, has produced some promising 
methods of control and eradication, mostly 
based onthe use of natural predators and 
diseases that attack the pest caterpillars. 
Someday in the not too distant future, the 
gypsy moth may cease to endanger trees 
in our state. But, until that happy day, 
homeowners and timber interests should 
work with State environmental and agri- 
culture experts to control the damage this 
unwelcome little resident can do in our 
backyards. O

House Considers Improved Drunk- 
driving Laws 
In an effort to close loopholes in 
Michigan's drunk-driving laws, House 
members are considering a package of 
legislation that would provide stiffer pen- 
alties for first-time offenders and stream- 
line court procedures for drunk-driving 
cases. Among other provisions, the legis- 
lation would mandate that first-time 
drunken-driving offenders wouldlose their 
license for 30 days without exception and 
without the possibility of getting a re- 
strictéd license. The courts would be re- 
quired to resolve most drunken-driving 
cases within 77 days and license revoca- 
tion fees would be boosted from $60 to 
$90. Under the legislation, aperson could 
be charged with a felony carrying a 15- 
year prison term specifically for drunken 
driving that resulted in a death. 
Commercial Drivers Face Stricter DUI 
Standards 
The House has approved legislation 
that would impose more stringent restric- 
tions on blood alcohol levels for drivers of 
commercial vehicles and increase penal- 
ties. they face for driving under the influ- 
ence. The measures would lower the 
blood alcohol level for “driving under the 
influence” charges for commercial driv- 
ers. Persons acquiring subsequent con- 
victions could receive jail sentences of up 
to ayear or a fine up to $1,000, as well as 
permanent suspension of the person's 
operator license. No restricted license 
would be allowed, and police would be 
allowed to make warrantless arrests of 
suspected drunk commercial drivers in- 
volved in an accident. 
House Bill Targets Transportation of 
Illegal Drugs 
To help stem the flow of illegal drugs 
throughout Michigan, the House has ap- 
proved bills that would allow for drivers- 
license suspension of 60 days to a year 
for a person convicted under the motor- 
vehicle code of illegal possession of a 
controlled substance (in amounts of 30 or 
more grams of marijuana or five or more 
grams of other controlled substances like 
cocaine or heroin) while operating a mo- 
ics vehicle. The suspensions would be in 
addition to other punishments the courts 
could impose.

There have been reports of senior 
citizens injured in auto accidents being 
denied benefits under “no fault" policies, 
as insurers claim that these benefits must 
be coordinated with benefits provided by 
Medicare supplemental policies thatthese 
seniors have purchased. However, the 
Michigan no-fault law specifies that supple- 
mental policies are not accessed in these 
cases. Abillapproved by the House would 
clarify that insurers cannot withhold ben- 
efit payments to persons injured in auto 
accidents under these circumstances.

Who Wins in 
Price Wars? 


By Dave Aikins 

In this country, a person in business 
can sell his goods for just about any 
price he wishes to set. That’s the Amer- 
ican way. It’s the American way, even 
if you wind up losing money. But the big 
question is, do the consumers really 
benefit from such actions, or do they 
suffer from them? 

At the time that the discounts are 
taking place, certainly, the customers 
are the ultimate winners, but what 
about after the discounts and price 
wars are over? 

Usually, prices become much high- 
er than what the consumers have been 
used to paying — often as much as 
double — and, as a result, the consum- 
ers end up paying for the original dis- 
counts and, in some cases, even more 
than they would have if the discounting 
had not started at all. 

In many cases, the merchants wind 
up going out of business, which means 
that there is asmaller tax base... and 
guess who winds up paying that addi- 
tional cost. 


Itis all right to have sales. There is 
nothing wrong with that; it generates 
new business. On the other hand, cou- 
pons, double coupons, and triple cou- 
pons cost you additional money for the 
simple reason that, if one thing is dis- 
counted, usually two or more other 
items that sell fairly well are increased

in price to make up for the revenue lost 
because of the sale. 

A very good example is the cereal 
business. 

Not long ago, a box of Quaker oats 
cost about a dollar or less. However, 
since the big “oat bran” craze (brought 
on by the medical field) hit the market, 
most cereals have about quadrupled 
in price. 

a One of the other reasons that prices 
of many consumer goods have risen 
is the fact that we like to see pretty 
packaging; hence, four-color-process 
printing on labels and boxes, which 
means an enormous additional cost to 
the manufacturer and, therefore, the 
consumer. 

On a local level, in the case of gas 
stations, party stores, and clothing 
stores (all mostly independently owned), 
a really serious problem with price cut- 
ting can develop to the extent that it 
drives some stores out of business, or 
at the least puts them on the brink of 
disaster. 

It seems that almost everyone, for 
example, likes beer. If astore, especially 
a small store, buys beer for, let’s say, 
$11.59 a case, and sells it for $11.99 a 
case, then the beer-drinker certainly 
gets the benefit. He gets an even great- 
er benefit if the store across the street 
sells that same beer for $11.89 per case. 








Asi said earlier, such “leaders” get 
you into the store so that you will buy 
something else at a higher price. For 
example, you might buy a $2.25 pack of 
cigarettes that you could purchase for 
much less per package if you bought 
a carton elsewhere. 

However, the store down the street 
that has been in business for anumber 
of years, and does, in fact, sell numer- 
ous cases of beer, will almost surely 
be put on the brink of destruction be- 
cause of the prices its owners must 
charge to stay in business. 

Many times, the ‘price war” games 
get hot to a boiling point, and problems 
arise that should not. 

Remember the gas wars in the early 
70s? It was great when we could buy 
a gallon of gas at one station for 50 
cents, and, the next day, go to the sta- 
tion across the street and buy that 
same gallon of gas for 41 cents. But 
look what happened: the average price 
of no-lead regular in Romulus is now 
$1.05 per gallon, and a great many of 
the stations that got involved in the 
gas wars are now out of business, in- 
cluding some of the major companies 
from the ’70s. 

Watch where you shop. Is it worth 
driving 10 miles to save a dollar? Oris 
it better to shop at the old, reliable 
store whose proprietor treats you well 
and will still be around when all is said 
and done? (1)
